The question of paying $600 for the 
Indicators In the buildings occupied by 
the Fire Department will probably come 
before the Town Committee at s very 
early date.

Some 
members regard them as a valuable ne¬ 
cessity, while others deem them needless 
and would rather see the $600 put to 
better use. The Indicators have been in 
the housee over a year, and as yet the 
company has taken no steps towards 
asking payment for them, nor have they 
made any demand for rental. The com¬ 
pany also has a bill against the town for 
an autimatio clock put In the Truck 
House. It Is very probable that a bill 
for the wholegamount, $650, will be put 
In at once. It wUl be prudent for the 
Committee to despose of the matter of 
the indicators at once or the company 
may present a bill for rental. The Fire 
Committee, so far as is known, has 
never entered into any agreement to pay 
s rental for the Indicators. It is per¬ 
haps unjust to the Gsmewell Company 
to retain their property under snch an 
lndefinate understanding as at present 
exists.
